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We Will Never Forget... 

By Jean Perry 

It's likely every firefighter's mantra, and for them, 
it's no fleeting sentiment. It's like a code of conduct, a way 
of life, words they live by. When firefighters say, "We will 
never forget," they mean it. 

It's nearly impossible to forget something that 
is felt so deeply, the moment the news reaches the ears 
and touches the heart with such a profound sadness. 

A firefighter remembers when they hear that a fellow 
firefighter has fallen in the line of duty. They honor the 
fallen and promise the families that they will never forget 
their names, lest they one day become the fallen and the 
forgotten. 

Former Rochester Deputy Fire Chief Jeff Morse 
remembers the exact moment and the ones that followed 
when he heard about the Charleston Super Sofa Store fire 
in Charleston, South Carolina on June 18, 2007. Morse, 
who now resides in Florida, recalled how he had been 
cherishing every moment that led up to hearing the 
terrible news as he had been celebrating his wedding 
anniversary all day long with his wife. Candy. When he 
went to bed that night, he did so knowing that there were 
line of duty deaths, with five people reported missing and 
presumed dead. When he woke up, he learned that nine 
fellow firefighters had lost their lives. 

"That's pretty hard to take," said Morse. "I felt 
this overwhelming something. ... There was something in 
my heart that wanted to do something for them. A way to 
show the family that we haven't forgotten." 

On August 24, he did do something, as did 
seven other firefighters who banded together to form 
and participate in Southern New England's first ever 
Brotherhood Ride that began in front of the Firefighters 
Memorial on Hartley Road and four days later - over 300 
miles - finished in Falmouth. 

Riding through Massachusetts and Rhode Island,

eight firefighters rode their bikes wearing the names of 14 
line of duty lives lost over the past year, making stops in 
each of their towns to meet with family and their fellow 
firefighters. 

Rochester Firefighter Andy Weigel organized 
the inaugural ride after riding last year in the Florida 
Brotherhood Ride. For Weigel, the positive impact such 
a ride had on the families of the fallen is hard to explain. 
"There're no words that can do it justice," said Weigel. 

"Unfortunately, life goes on and those guys," said 
Weigel, "their names get pushed to the wayside." 

The group met at the Rochester fire station at the 
corner of Pine Street and walked their bikes up Hartley 
Road beneath an American flag hanging from Marion's 
Engine 1, and over to the Firefighter's Memorial, solemnly 
led by a bagpiper and slowly followed by a line of fire 
trucks. The public stood by and watched, many of them

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filming from their smart phones, and assembled for a 
short opening ceremony and blessing. 

"This was a dream we had," said Morse. "And 
to think that dream could turn into what it's turned into 
today is unbelievable." 

Joining Weigel from Rochester were firefighters 
Kevin Richard, Rob Dias, and Brandon Dion. Joining 
Morse from Florida were Ralph Longoria and retired 
Boston firefighter Manny Arruda, and firefighter Craig 
Malchow of Steamboat Springs, Colorado. 

"To think that I'd be coming down Pine Street 
followed by a bagpiper," said Morse. "This dream has 
just become so involved with so many people on the 
department, and I just can't thank Rochester enough for 
wanting to do something like this and bringing this full 
circle." 

For all eight riders, the ride wasn't about them; 
it was about those who fell in the line of duty. It was a 
way to show the families that they cared, that their loved 
ones truly wouldn't be forgotten, and that someone was 
carrying those messages with them during every one of 
those 316 miles. 

"Whatever pain and whatever heartache we go 
through the next four days is nothing compared to what 
those families are still going through to this day," said 
Morse. 

Reverend Richard Crowley said during his 
blessing, "Judgment is not doing amazing things, it's 
responding to everyday needs and people, and that's 
what you're doing here today." 

The group made regular updates on social media 
during the four days of their ride, posting video footage 
of their various stops along the way and the myriad ways 
others showed their support for the riders. And as serious 
an event as this one was, there were times that called for 
a good laugh, like when Kevin Richard was the first to 
take a tumble from his bike and had to wear the "pink 
panties." 

And finally, on August 28, the group made its 
final post to Facebook with an update on their fourth 
and final day of the ride. "Our mission is now complete 
and we laid the 14 heroes to rest," the post reads. "We

was held. When asked, the most common response was, 
"Gosh I don't know, it was around when I was a kid," 
regardless of the current age of the respondent. 

Steve Gonsalves, one of the party organizers, 
said it started at least as far back as the turn of the last 
century and may have been started by President Grover 
Cleveland's wife. He said that somewhere along the way, 
the VFW Benjamin D. Cushing Post 2425 organized the 
party until that organization could no longer handle the 
massive function. Now a partnership of private citizens, 
municipal employees, and local businesses join together 
to keep the event going. 

Old documents on display at the party included 
the 1914 Town Party booklet stating the party was held 
in honor of the Marion Visiting Nurse Association whose 
motto was, "An unchanging purpose in a changing 
world." Prophetic words in today's changing world. 

A booklet from 1982 honored the veterans and the 
VFW post. 

This year's event carries on traditions such 
as food and music while adding modern twists like 
inflatable games for the children. 

"There are lots of free activities for the kids and 
free popcorn and cotton candy," said Donna Hemphill, 
a well-known municipal employee and one of the 
organizers hard at work on the day of the party, doing 
everything from decorating tables to sourcing Band-Aids. 

The list of party people who helped to pull 
together this year party included Chairman Chris Berg; 
Debbie, Toby, and Hunter Gonsalves; Joe Napoli; Ronnie 
Auld; Brooks Wilson; Terri Santos; Kristen Saint Don 
Campbell; Allan Rowbotham; Albin and June Johnson; 
and Abigail Shroer. 

Sponsoring the event were some 40 local 
businesses and private donations whose support was 
listed in the town party booklet. 

As tiny tots lined up to play on the inflatable 
games, older children enjoyed crawling up the rock wall 
set-up in the middle of Spring Street. 

A DJ played music sure to please all ages and 
several not-so-shy ladies were grooving in front of the 
Town House appearing not to have a care in the world, 
just the lovely summer breezes and good music. Later in 
the evening a trio provided life entertainment. 

Marion's retired fire truck from the 1950s was 
used to give folks a leisurely drive about the village 
streets, clanging its bell along the way.

Engine 266 that was on full display. Nadeau said that he 
acquired the fire truck for the purpose of converting it 
into a traveling memorial honoring fallen veterans and 
firefighters, as well as a hearse. 

Nadeau demonstrated two pullout display units 
built into the sides of the truck, one is a memorial to 
Father Mychal Judge, a causality of the 9-11 attack in New 
York City. Judge was the fire department chaplain for one 
of the responding units that day. The other display honors 
Vietnam veterans with a diorama depicting a battlefield. 
But the over-arching reason Nadeau undertook the 
challenge of building a traveling memorial was to make 
it available as a hearse to carry fallen firefighters to their 
final resting place.

Every Friday a group of ladies gather at the 
dining hall at The Bay Club in Mattapoisett for lunch, 
enjoying a nice meal, a few rounds of LCR (Left Center 
Right), and each other's company. This past Friday, 
August 24, these luncheon ladies gathered as they usually 
do, but this time there was an extra table for some special 
guests - some teddy bears and some soft, stuffed lambs, 
who themselves didn't have much to say in terms of a 
conversation. The silent presence of those stuffed animals 
that day did, however, say plenty about the women who 
brought them there and of the woman who 'invited' them. 

Wendy Russo, a Bay Club resident and member 
of the ladies' lunch group got an email one day from 
Bridgette Flynn from Southcoast Health, who told Russo 
about an effort to provide baby gift baskets to babies born 
with opioid addictions at Southcoast hospitals. According 
to Flynn, every month about 10 opioid-addicted babies 
are born at Southcoast hospitals, roughly 150 a year. 

The doctors and nurses care for the babies until they 
are released into foster care, leaving the hospital, sadly, 
without any belongings of their own. 

Russo didn't like the thought of that at all. She 
approached her fellow luncheon ladies right away and 
asked if they would join her in putting together baby gift 
baskets filled with those essentials every baby needs - 
receiving blankets, onesies, baby bunting, bottles, booties

"They all responded," said Russo graciously 

Russo recalled when she first approached Janet 
Granere, also of Mattapoisett, who enthusiastically said 
she would love to help. 

"It was a special idea," said Grenere. "I did it 
because I think it's a very nice thing." 

Each lady filled bags and baskets with all the 
items on the list. "And we took it upon ourselves to add 
some other things, too," said Russo, who fell in love with 
the soft, cuddly stuffed lambs that, when you wind them 
up, play "Mary Had a Little Lamb," their white, fleecy 
heads swaying slowly back and forth. She topped off her 
gift baskets, each with a little lamb. 

The baskets and bags were like a mountain of 
soft pink and blue hues, with a little green mixed in from 
Mattapoisett resident Anne Downey's bag; after all, as 
Russo pointed out, "She's the 'ambassador of Ireland.'"

Henry David Thoreau's Southcoast Visit

The eminent naturalist, essayist, and author of 
Walden, or. Life in the Woods , was also a transcendentalist 
who believed that he could glean from nature the true 
meaning of God. To do this, he built a one-room cabin 
at Walden Pond in Concord, Massachusetts on property 
owned by his transcendentalist friend Ralph Waldo 
Emerson. 

Henry David Thoreau's book was based upon 
the diary he kept at Walden from 1845 to 1847. It turned 
out to become the leading forerunner of environmental 
writing and exploration of the natural world. It also

became the most revered expression of moral idealism 
and intellectual standards of his human purpose of 
existence. His moral intellect went on in time to inspire 
future readers and philosophers such as Gandhi and 
Tolstoy. 

In 1862, 

Thoreau was 
visiting his friend 
Daniel Dickerson 
in New Bedford 
and happened to 
see a portrait of 
Martha Simon, 
the last full- 
blooded Native 
American in 
Fairhaven. It 
was painted by 
the renowned Albert Bierstadt, who had a studio and 
artistic following in New Bedford in 1850. Bierstadt gave 
it to win the favor of Henry Huttleston Rogers, founder 
and benefactor of many present-day landmark Fairhaven 
structures, including the Millicent library where the 
painting can be seen today. 

Thoreau wanted to meet Simon to ruminate about 
the natural lore of native observation compared to his 
own. However, such a meeting such was not, in any way, 
going to be helpful. 

When he went to visit her hut, even smaller than 
his at Walden, it was situated on the shoreline of the 
narrowest part of Sconticut Neck. She had a tawny Indian 
face, broad with high cheekbones, black eyes, and straight 
hair. To judge from her physiognomy, he said she might 
have been King Philip's own daughter. But she had a very 
vacant expression, could not speak a word of Indian, and 
knew nothing of her race, in spite of being nearly 70 years 
old. She was indifferent to Thoreau's presence and kept 
looking out the window to enjoy the view more than their 
meeting. 

The main focus of their conversation was her 
asking about the flower Thoreau had tucked into the 
band of his hat. She told him it was a husk root, as in my 
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illustration, which is intensely bitter, and used to put 
into bitters for weak a stomach. At that point Thoreau 
wished he had brought a hat full of plants to embellish 
their mutual interest. But the intention of the visit was 
futile. Thoreau went away, undaunted, to continue a 
collection of writings including one on civil disobedience. 
It became a forerunner of the concept of social conscience 
to personally demonstrate against cultural and social 
injustice. 

Thoreau died in 1862 and is buried in a section of 
Sleepy Hollow Cemetery in Concord entitled "Authors 
Ridge," laid to rest beside Emerson, Hawthorne, Alcott, 
and Channing, all followers of a social movement to 
pen progressive ideals to shape the direction of national 
thought. 

Martha Simon died in 1858, and her death 
certificate said she was buried in Woodside Cemetery. 
However, in 1907, historian Franklin Howland said she 
was buried in the Sconticut Neck Simon family Indian 
burial ground, a stone's throw from Wampanoag Road 
that runs at right angles to Indian Road and Wigwam 
Beach Road. She had been born near that spot and now 
lies there with her elders, William and Abigail Simon. 

This burial site is just a short stroll from the back 
porch of my seaside residence on Little Bay. There are 
only a handful of weathered head and footstones laid out 
in a family configuration. My afternoon walk can take me 
around the shoreline bend of a prominent point looking 
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out with an ethereal view, like many burial grounds I 
have visited. 

Thank you for joining me on this trail back in time 
to share a tale of local history with you. 

Mattapoisett Roads, Bridges 
Remain High Priority 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

For the past several years, Mattapoisett's 
roadways have been going through facelifts and, in some 
cases, complete reconstructions. Those infrastructure 
improvements are all in a day's work for Mattapoisett's 
Highway Department, but it isn't easy Just ask Highway 
Superintendent Barry Denham. 

A couple of years ago, Mattapoisett faced a 
significant bridge failure on Acushnet Road at Tinkham 
Pond. That repair took the Highway Department and 
the Massachusetts Department of Transportation about 
a year to fix. First came the closure of a section of the 
road serviced by the bridge, then months of engineering 
meetings and planning, with both local consultants and 
the state's representatives. A year later, that bridge was 
completed, and life for residents that use that stretch of 
road went back to normal. 

During the August 22 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen, Denham said he is 
trying to avoid having that happen again. Flanked by 
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Bob Field of Field Engineering, Inc. and Kim Armstrong 
of GPI Engineering, Denham rolled out plans for another 
Acushnet Road bridge and culvert repair located near 
Hereford Road. 

Denham said that construction on the bridge 
will begin in 2019 after school closes for the summer 
and planned for completion before school resumes late 
August, which should minimize the necessary detours 
that will impact about 100 households. 

Denham and Town Administrator Michael Gagne 
said they have been working with the police and fire 
departments to pre-plan first responder routes. 

Armstrong said the bridge span is constructed 
of old railroad ties and posts that are rotting away. She 
also said a culvert will also be replaced. The mood was 
lightened on this serious matter when Denham produced 
a town report from 1933 showing the bridge had been 
constructed for $250 using recycled railroad ties. 

Denham said the new bridge design would 
replace 9-foot wide travel lanes with 12-foot ones. It will 
also allow for sidewalks at a future date. 

In the meantime, as the engineers prepare all 
the necessary documents for Mass DOT, Denham said 
he will work with the Planning Board, Conservation 
Commission, and tree warden to secure permitting and 
for tree removal. 

With the first hurtle completed, the 25 percent 
engineered drawings required for Mass DOT's review. 
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Denham said he hoped to have construction documents 
ready for a December bid date. 

The bridge repair will be funded by a $500,000 
grant secured by the Town in April 2017 from the Baker- 
Polito Administration's Municipal Small Bridge Program 
grant. 

As for other roadway issues, Gagne gave an 
update on village street repairs that have taken place this 
summer. He said new sidewalks on North Street from 
Route 6 to Water Street are complete, and that he was 
pleased with the progress on lower Pearl Street. 

Gagne also reported that the Fire Department 
Study Committee has had four very productive meetings. 
The committee is comprised of Fire Chief Andrew 
Murray, Gagne, Selectman Jordan Collyer, William Cantor, 
and Michael Hickey. Gagne said Hickey's depth of 
construction and architectural expertise will be critical to 
the project. 

Gagne said the state requires any municipal 
project over $300,000 to be managed by an "Owner Project 
Manager" to assist towns in navigating the regulations 
imposed on such construction. An OPM must hold state 
certifications. A search to hire an OPM has begun, Gagne 
said. 

Also coming before the selectmen was Police 
Chief Mary Lyons to appoint Joshua Denham and Daniel 
Blizzard as reserve police officers, and Charles Tranfaglia, 
a current reserve officer, to full-time student officer. 
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Lyons said that Denham also holds experience as a fire 
suppression professional, and that Blizzard is a former 
dispatcher in Rochester and EMT in Marion. 

Before closing the public meeting. Selectman 
Tyler MacAllister asked the public to be aware of cyclists 
along Mattapoisett Neck Road when approaching the 
bike path crossing. He said that cars parked on the west 
side of the roadway make it difficult for motorists to see 
the bike path crossing, and that parking is not allowed 
along the roadway in that area. He also asked pedestrians 
and cyclists to wear brightly colored reflective clothing 
or flashing lights on bicycles to make themselves more 
visible to motorists. 

This prompted Selectman Paul Silva to ask Gagne 
about the status of new crossing lights at the intersections 
of Brandt Island Road and Mattapoisett Neck Road where 
the bike path crosses the roadways. Gagne said initial cost 
estimates were too low for new lighting equipment and 
that supplemental funding will be needed. Gagne also 
said that Phase IB of the bike path will go out to bid for 
construction in September. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen is tentatively scheduled for September 
11 at 6:30 pm, depending on a quorum. Visit www.

Board Groans Over Green Communities 

Rochester Planning Board

Not everyone on the Rochester Planning Board is 
ready to jump onto the Green Communities bandwagon, 
especially not board member Ben Bailey. On the other 
side of the table you have board member John DeMaggio 
concerned about the townspeople's perception of the 
board seemingly "pushing solar" when a vocal group of 
residents clearly opposes more solar. But what it comes 
down to, according to Chairman Arnie Johnson, is that 
the Planning Board has a job to do - whether or not the 
members agree that Rochester should be designated a 
Green Community - and that job is to draft legislation for 
Town Meeting voters to decide on. 
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Bailey, the board member most vocally opposed 
to green energy incentive programs, fidgeted and chewed 
on his glasses as the board considered which road to take 
as it drafts legislation to fulfill the Town's requirements 
for Green Community status. The two roads diverged in 
the 'green' wood lead to either designating one acre atop 
the capped landfill for by-right solar, or to creating a solar 
overlay district, banishing solar array manufacturers or 
solar energy research facilities to the industrial zone with 
the medical marijuana and adult-only entertainment. 

Town Planner Steve Starrett said a one-acre, 

1 megawatt solar array field would fit nicely atop the 
landfill while qualifying as a legitimate by-right solar 
district. And as Johnson later pointed out, the Board of 
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Selectmen is interested in fulfilling that scenario, "So 
that'll probably happen sometime in the future whether 
or not we designate that. ... It's not like solar probably 
won't end up on there." 

"Maybe we could even get some leverage to 
power the town barn," said board member Gary Florindo. 

For DeMaggio, he's not even certain if the Town 
Meeting is going to go for Rochester becoming a Green 
Community, so why move forward, ... "even though 
we're not 100 percent sure that the town is going to go 
for it?" DeMaggio asked Johnson if he had heard any 
"rumblings" from the townspeople. 

"I haven't heard anything negative," said 
Johnson. "But - well, I have, but I haven't been out and 
about in the town. These forums, we'll see." 

"The whole thing is an abomination," said Bailey. 
"I have no support for that, you know that." 

"I do know that," Johnson said, but the board 
has to follow the selectmen's lead, as it is the Board of 
Selectmen that is driving the Green Communities bus. 

DeMaggio said he personally prefers the overlay 
district in the industrial zone, saying he feels "like 
a hypocrite pushing for a solar site" while so many 
residents oppose more solar developments in town. 

Florindo suggested the board draft up the two 
options and present them both to Town Meeting, saying, 
"You have to have solutions that you can discuss. ... If 
you don't have anything to discuss, you sit there ... trying 
to figure out what to do with the situation. 

"I say look at both of them, myself," Florindo 
continued. "You should come up with some information 
for both sides because, either or, you're gonna be stuck 
wondering which way should we go. What harm is it if 
we touched on both sites?" 

"We could do multiple things," Johnson said. "I 
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see both points, really. I'm with John and with Gary. I do 
know that the selectmen are interested in pursuing solar 
up there on the dump site ... so if we can check that box 
off." 

Starred wasn't so sure there was enough time 
to present two options since the board must have a 
consensus within a fortnight in order to make the public 
hearing requirements before the Special Town Meeting in 
November, but Johnson said it could be done. 

"One is cut-and-paste out of our solar bylaw, and 
one is cut-and-paste out of our site plan review bylaw," 
said Johnson, 

Still DeMaggio was concerned about the 
townspeople's perception of the board. 

"[The perception] is that we're pushing this 
in the other direction and it's not that way at all," said 
DeMaggio. "In this case it's the selectmen that's pushing 
it. Now it may look like were pushing it." 

Starred asked DeMaggio if he thought the 
townspeople would prefer to see solar on the dump rather 
than somewhere else in town, to which DeMaggio replied, 
"I think people aren't gonna care. ... The people who can't 
see aren't gonna care either way. 

"I know I sound very negative here," continued 
DeMaggio. "I'm just trying to understand. ... I don't want 
this to end up costing us." 

Johnson and the board discussed the benefits 
of the Green Communities Act, including grant money 
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Johnson said, "but we have some legislation that we've 
been asked to create because that's one of the parameters 
of the program." 

There will be two Green Community info sessions 
on September 27 at the Council on Aging, one at 3:00 pm 
and one at 7:00 pm. 

The Special Town Meeting is scheduled for 
November 19. 

In other matters, Johnson reported that the 
solar array field at 248 Mattapoisett Road is generating 
some "trouble," starting with several piles of stump 
grinding materials that remained on the site for too long 
in violation of the board's conditions. And although 
those have been removed, Johnson said he still needs a 
timeline from Clean Energy Collective, the project's solar 
developer, on when plantings, seeding, and the access 


Robbins Oil Burner Service 
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to invest in cost-saving green energy alternatives, plus 
possible energy cost reductions from a solar array field on 
the landfill that maybe could generate electricity for Town 
facilities. And Johnson said he's relieved that the by-right 
solar requirement could be easily fulfilled with the just 
one single acre. 

"So that's not a big deal, especially when you've 
got the dump site up there," said Johnson. 

"Do we have to accept the Green Communities 
Act?" Florindo asked. 


road will be completed. 

"And they can't generate power until then," said 
Johnson. "I don't understand the problem. I mean, we 
shut them down for three months. ... You'd think they'd 
kind of understand ... that we mean it." 

Also during the meeting, the board continued 
the public hearing for a Special Permit for a Back Lot 
application for Nancy Fuller, trustee of the Fuller Real 
Estate Trust, of 356 Neck Road. The board will devise a 
draft decision in the meantime and take a vote at the next 


"Nope," said Johnson. "No, we don't. That's 
an individual vote at Town Meeting, but we have to get 
ready for it. 

"I still don't know how I'm gonna vote on this," 


meeting. 

The public hearing for the 22-duplex age- 
restricted housing development proposed for Rounseville 
Road beside Plumb Corner was again continued until 
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September 11. The applicant for the special permit, 
REpurpose Properties, requested the continuance. 

The board will wait until its next meeting to take 
a vote on whether or not to recommend that the Board 
of Selectmen exercise its right of first refusal for 20+ plus 
acres of Chapter 61B land at 00 Mary's Pond Road.

Commission Supports Foster Street Paving 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

On August 27, the residents and property owners 
of Foster Street lobbied the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission one more time to halt plans for the paving of 
Foster Street, a portion of which is private property. 

The issue of who owns the roadway was debated 
during the July 9 Notice of Intent hearing filed by John 
and Roger Gibbons that resulted in a continuation until 
the August 27 meeting. During that July hearing, Kevin 
and Laura McLean, represented by Attorney Robert 
Feingold, made the case that the Gibbonses did not own 
the 675-foot unpaved portion of Foster Street, and that 
deeds held by abutters demonstrated their ownership 
rights. 

At that time. Chairman Mike King, in agreement 
with Attorney Peter Paul representing the Gibbonses, 


moved to continue the hearing until town counsel could 
review the application and the assertions brought forward 
by the McLeans, et al. 

And now, during the August 27 continuation. 
King stated that town counsel Matthew Thomas had, in 
fact, affirmed the Gibbonses' right to proceed. He said 
Thomas had spoken to Feingold and Paul, and that the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
confirmed the roadway was not located within an 
endangered species habitat or a flood zone. 

On the matter of stormwater management, the 
applicants' engineer, Alan Ewing, said there was a culvert 
along the roadway and that, although its exact location 
and effectiveness was in question, those issues would be 
addressed during construction. 

"I'm comfortable with the plan," said King. "I 
want to affirm that the DEP, highway superintendent, and 
other public safety departments are all in favor of asphalt 
to protect natural resources." He said the abutters could 
appeal the commission's decision, but alluded to that 
being unproductive given a DEP file number had already 
been secured for the project. 

Laura McLean rose to speak, saying, "This sounds 
like it's a lost cause," but asked to read aloud a letter 
drafted by her husband who could not be present at the 
hearing. 

The strongly worded letter reads in part: "To be 
clear, the land is individually owned, not communally, the

deeds are clear, and we collectively do not wish our land 
to be blacktopped." 

McLean also wrote that, last summer, the 
Gibbonses started the roadway project, but were 
halted when neighbors protested and law enforcement 
was called to the scene. McLean also asked that King 
recuse himself from the hearing, alleging a professional 
involvement in an asphalt company 

After reading her husband's letter, McLean 
repeated previous comments that asphalt contained 
chemicals and other hazardous materials that would leach 
into wetlands, and she refuted King's statements that 
blacktop was the best choice for roadways near wetlands 
adding, "Would you put asphalt in your fish tank?" 

King responded, "For the record I do not own any 
asphalt company, I simply work as a ... health and safety 
consultant." 

Karen Fields, a member of the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board, questioned why the commission would 
allow the application of asphalt to Foster Street when it 
favorably allowed a driveway project planned for Snow 
Field Roads to be gravel. King said that the two projects 
were not the same, pointing to the fact that Foster Street 
was an altered area, whereas the project at Snow Field 
Road was virgin territory. 

"It's not that [the Conservation Commission is] in 
favor of the project," said King. "We have no standing to 
deny it. ... All we can do is condition it." 


Paul said the Gibbonses were willing to install 
speed bumps along the roadway, and they had no 
intention of extending Foster Street to Route 6. He also 
said his clients were not intending to ask the Town to take 
over ownership of the piece of Foster Street they owned. 

"I get it," King said to the abutters. "No one 
likes change, but you can make it the best project for all 
concerned." 

The hearing was continued until September 10 at 
which time the applicants are to return with a new plan of 
record. 

In other business, the commission gave negative 
determinations of applicability to Richard Pease, 228 
North Street, for the construction of a three-season room; 
Karen Keenan, 63 Mattapoisett Neck Road, for a second- 
floor living space over an existing first-floor porch; Tucker, 
Aufranc, Peter and Nancy Anas, and Ross Petersen for 
lots along Holly Woods Road for the purpose of clearing 
out deadwood and the removal of dying trees in a former 
Christmas tree farm; Lawrence Jarvis, 5 Euclid Avenue, for 
tree cutting; the YMCA, Reservation Road, to rebuild the 
infield and relocate the backstop of the ball field. 

A Notice of Intent filing by Todd Withers, 12 
Oliver Street, was conditioned for the construction of a 
sunroom addition. 

Certificates of Compliance were issued to Michael 
Solimando for new homes constructed on Appaloosa 
Lane.

Solar Developer Withdraws Variance Request 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Solar developer Borrego Solar Systems withdrew 
its application for a variance pertaining to a proposed 
solar array field at 75 Vaughan Hill Road, which the 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals voted to accept on 
August 23, allowing the withdrawal of the application 
without prejudice. 
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The variance was a request to allow a solar energy 
generating facility within 100 feet of the side and rear 
setbacks, but it was filed incorrectly, and, therefore, must 
be re-filed and re-advertised before a public hearing can 
be opened. 

Borrego Solar Systems is the developer of a 
proposed solar array field at the corner of Mendell Road 
and Rounseville Road, a project that is currently in 
litigation. 

In other matters. Heather DeSousa of 261 County 
Road received a Special Permit to convert her single¬ 
family house into a two-family with a one-story addition 
to provide a kitchen, bath, and one bedroom for her aging 
parents. As the ZB A considered the request, DeSousa 
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added, "My plan is to stay there. I know the concern is 
always rental property ... I'm 43 years old and I have a 
30-year mortgage on the house, so as of right now. I'm not 
going anywhere." 

As part of the approval, DeSousa is prohibited 
from renting out the unit at any time in the future, and at 
least one unit on the property must be owner-occupied at 
all times. 

The public hearing for the Variance application 
filed by Jake Goyette of Snow's Pond Road was continued 
until September 20 because there was no quorum. ZBA 
member Kirby Gilmore had to recuse himself for what he 
deemed a conflict of interest, and with only four members 
present, the board could not hear the matter. 

Chairman Richard Cutler said the hearing would 
be held at the Council on Aging, saying, "It looks like 
we've got a lot of people interested in this particular 
issue." 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for September 13 at 7:15 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Town Cleared for Wastewater Upgrades 

Marion Conservation Commission

The Town of Marion cleared its wetlands hurtle 
with the Marion Conservation Commission on August 
23 with approval to move ahead with its overhaul of the 
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wastewater treatment plant's sludge lagoon 1. 

As ordered by the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency, lagoon 1 will be drained, the sludge removed 
and disposed of off-site, and then lined before continuing 
its use to store the solid waste separated from the 
wastewater. 

The Town of Marion had been working with the 
EPA and its engineer CDM Smith to find less financially 
impactful alternatives to the EPA's original NPDES 
(National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System) permit 
that called for the closing of the three unlined lagoons 
at the wastewater treatment plan on Benson Brook 
Road. Alternatively, lagoon 1 will be lined to prevent 
leeching of Nitrogen and other water contaminants, and 
the two remaining unlined lagoons will be used strictly 
for emergency overflow, for example, during storms, 
and only lagoon 1 will store the solid waste that will be 
pumped directly to it via a new pumping house. 

Danielle Jackson of CDM Smith addressed the 
commission on behalf of the Town along with a wetlands 
specialist who delineated the wetlands. 

The pumping house is slated for placement 
within the 100-foot buffer zone to the wetlands, and 
associated piping will be installed linking it to lagoon 1. 

The EPA ordered the work to be completed by 
December 1, 2019. The project will go out to bid no later 
than early winter this year. 

This phase of the wastewater treatment plan 
upgrades is part of the $2 million approved by voters 
during this year's Annual Town Meeting. 

The project received a Negative 3 determination, 
meaning that the work will take place within the buffer 
zone, but will not alter any wetlands areas subject to the 
Wetlands Protection Act. 

Also during the meeting, John Tracy of 0 
Ridgewood Lane received approval and an Order of 
Conditions to construct a single-family house with 
driveway, utilities, and grading. 

The hearing was continued from July 25 to give 
the applicant time to have a qualified wetlands specialist 
review the wetlands delineation, which was performed in 
2006, too long ago for the commission's preference. 
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Engineer Bob Rogers told the commission on 
August 23 that the line was reviewed and, in fact, was 
ultimately altered to reflect data collected from soil 
samples. 

"There was such a variation that they went ahead 
and made delineation adjustments," said Rogers, "... but 
we're confident in the new line." 

Rogers said he also looked at the proposed 
placement of the house on the plan, which was flipped to 
a mirror image, now placing the garage on the opposite 
side of the property on the "neighbor side," which Rogers 
said was more agreeable to the property owner than the 
previous plan. 

In other matters, George Tinkham of 57 Oakdale 
Avenue received a negative 2 determination for his RDA 
to repair and stabilize a seawall. 

Anne and Scott Robertson received a Negative 3 
for their RDA to install an 18-foot by 36-foot in-ground 
pool at 1 Deer Run. 

The commission continued the public hearing 
for James Miranda's Request for Determination of 
Applicability to store equipment and park vehicles behind 
the building at 133 Wareham Road until September 12 at 
the applicant's request. 

Virginia and Robert Beams received a Certificate 
of Compliance for 35 Holly Road. 

Sue Reamer also received a Certificate of 
Compliance for 25 Holly Road. 


The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for September 12 at 7:00 pm at 
the Marion Town House. 

Marion to Follow State Code for Pool Fences 

Marion Board of Health

The Marion Board of Health decided on August 
28 that it would start following the State's code pertaining 
to pool security fences instead of its own, going back 
down to a 4-foot height minimum rather than Marion's 
6-foot minimum. But before that consensus was made, the 
board voted against the health agent's advice, allowing 
for a 4-foot pool security fence, a move that Health Agent 
Karen Walega said would prompt other residents to seek 
the same. 

David Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider & 
Associates, on behalf of 166 Allen's Point Road, received 
a Variance to allow for a 4-foot high perimeter security 
fence for an in-ground pool, instead of the 6-foot 
requirement. In addition to the 4-foot fence, Davignon 
said the property owner would provide an automated 
locking security cover over the pool. 

Davignon pointed out that the State's code 
requires a 4-foot fence, while Marion's code went above 
and beyond, requiring 6 feet. 

"Typically, it's 4 feet," Davignon said. 

In 1996 Marion amended its sanitary code to

require 6 feet instead of 4 feet. 

"We were concerned about the children of the 
town," Walega said in response to Board of Health 
Chairman Jason Reynold's question as to why the Town 
changed the code. 

Earlier in the meeting, Walega defended the 6-foot 
minimum, saying, "I've just heard too may cases of the 
two-year-old going outside. ... It's a horrible situation." 

Walega told the board that neighboring 
Rochester's height requirement was also 6 feet, but later 
corrected herself, telling the board that Rochester's code 
follows the State's 4-foot minimum. 

"I don't think a toddler can scale a 4-foot fence," 
Board of Health member Betsy Dunn said. 
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But Walega wasn't yet convinced. 

"You're gonna open the floodgates because 
everybody is just waiting to see what happens with this," 
said Walega. 

Reynolds asked Davignon, "Is the reason for the 
barrier aesthetics?" 

"Yes," Davignon said. He again pointed out that 
the State's code calls for 4 feet, reminding the board that 
the property owner is also willing to install the lockable 
pool cover. 

"I would propose that the 4 feet is acceptable in 
this case," said Board of Health member John Howard, 
making a motion. 

Reynolds was hesitant, saying, "For me this 
is not an issue for the automatic cover because I don't 
necessarily see that as a failsafe mechanism. 

"My only concern is, are we setting a precedent? 
As a board, are we willing to essentially rewrite our 
sanitary code to allow for a 4-foot fence? Because the 
minute we vote on this variance, in essence, everyone else 
is going to be coming for it." 

Dunn asked, "Are we prepared to say a 4-foot is 
okay everywhere?" 

Or, perhaps, is a 4-foot fence okay as long as a 
secondary measure is employed, such as a security cover? 

"Who is going to be the pool fence Gestapo to 
say this doesn't work or the pool alarm or whatever?," 
asked Walega. A property owner might use and maintain 
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a security cover now, but what about two, three years from 
now, she wondered aloud. 

After a brief pause, Reynolds conceded to the 4 

feet. 

"I think that in this case. I'm willing to go with the 
Mass building code," he said. 

The vote was 2-0, with Dunn abstaining from 

voting. 

"I just can't make up my mind," she stated. 

Howard asked that the matter be placed on a future 
agenda for discussion, and Walega was visibly frustrated. 

"So you're going to go by the state code now?" 
Walega asked. "It's gonna happen, they're all gonna come 
in." 

Towards the end of the meeting, after Walega 
reported that Rochester's code was actually for 4 feet, she 
expressed her approval of following the State code. 

In other matters, the board approved a septic 
Variance for 32 Ichabod Lane. 

The board also approved a Variance to reduce the 
setback requirement from 10 feet to 6 feet for a new shallow 
trench infiltrator system for 3 Wildflower Lane. 

The board approved two variance requests for 
Foresight Engineering on behalf of 498A and 498C Point 
Road. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health 
will be September 11 at 4:30 pm at the Marion Town House. 

Committee Tables Proposed Actions for Later 

Carver Marion Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal District 
Committee

On August 22 as the meeting of the Carver Marion 
Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal District (CMWRRDD) 
Committee began, committee member and Carver 
Selectman David Robertson passed out a page containing 
four motions written by Carver Town Administrator 
Michael Milanoski, who was not present. 

It didn't take long for several members to take 
umbrage that the motions were presented without 
adequate details, including financial impacts, that the 
committee could study. 

Motion 1 asked the committee to approve changes 
in the hours of operations at the Benson Brook Disposal 
Facility located in Marion. Currently the facility is open five 
days a week - Tuesday, Wednesday, Friday, and Saturday 
from 8:00 am to 4:00 pm, and Sunday 9:00 am to 1:00 pm. 
The motion would change the hours to just two days - 
Wednesday 8:00 am - 4:00 pm and Sunday 9:00 am -1:00 
pm. 

Milanoski's rationale offered with the motion reads, 
"Knowing that the CMWRRDD cannot afford two facilities 
in the future this will allow limited operations to determine 
the impact going forward and preserve temporary funding 
to where it will have more of an impact." 

Former Marion Selectman and Committee 
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Chairman Steve Cushing's reaction was, "Are we cutting 
our nose to spite our face?" He said he hadn't seen any 
financial documents to support the motion, a sentiment 
echoed by Marion Selectman Norm Hills. 

Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson said, 
"This sheet of paper contains points of view that Michael 
has been trying to lead us to for some time." Dawson said 
that costs associated with shutting down Benson Brook 
and moving everything to the Rochester location were 
unknown. 

"We are not close enough to make a rational 
decision," said Dawson. He asserted that, in his opinion, 
a new executive director would be responsible for vetting 
such changes. 
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Hills pointed out that before Rochester could 
accept more volume, the wetlands would have to be 
delineated, putting into question the space available at 
that location. 

Robertson commented that the motions as 
presented might not be the direction the committee 
was willing to embrace, adding, "I've been here since 
November and I'm not sure we know what direction we 
are going in." 

Dawson pointed out that before Benson Brook 
is closed, the committee needed to understand that the 
property had been conveyed to the district for $1 and 
that if the district no longer used the facility, the property 
would revert back to the Town of Marion. 

The other three motions offered by Milanoski 
were: 2) to release a request for pricing for private haulers 
to lease and operate Benson Brook, which would provide 
the CMWRRDD with a revenue stream making the facility 
self-sufficient; 3) close down Benson Brook effective 
December 31, 2018 and transfer all functions to Rochester; 
and 4) to authorize the three town administrators to 
negotiate a grant from Covanta equal to what the spend 
rate would be for the next two years. 

Cushing asked that the motions be tabled for 
now, saying, "Nobody on this committee can pull all this 
together." 

Dawson asked about qualifications for a new 
executive director if the position was to be filled. 

There was some discussion regarding whether or 
not the position would be full or part-time and where a 
new director's office would be located. This prompted a 
discussion about closing the rented office space on Island 
Wharf Road in Marion and carving out office space at one 
of Marion's town facilities. 

The committee decided to make decisions 
relevant to office space and storage needs at the next 
meeting. 

"We need somebody who knows what they're 
doing," said Cushing. 

Dawson said a new executive would have to 
develop a strategy plan. A grimmer reaction came from 
Wareham's Maintenance Director David Menard, who 
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said, "We are on a sinking ship." 

Cushing's reaction to that comment was, "We are 
meeting: we are paying our bills." He went on to say that 
financial liabilities will linger into the future ... "whether 
this thing folds up or not." 

"We sit here wondering about the finances," said 
Dawson, "but we represent the people of the community 
and each community is different." 

Back to the matter of searching for a new 
executive director, the committee decided to meet again 
on August 29 to begin interviewing candidates. 

The new executive director would replace former 
executive director Ray Pickles who, along with his wife 
Diane Bondi-Pickles and former Carver Health Agent 
Robert Tinkham, Jr., has been accused of defrauding 
the district since at least 2012 and faces a number of tort 
claims in Superior Court. 

The next meeting of the CMWRRDD is scheduled 
for August 29 at 4:30 pm in the Marion Police Station 
community room. 

Old Colony Football Looks to Defend MAC Title 

High School Sports Update

Old Colony football had itself a memorable 
regular season in 2017, finishing as the Mayflower Athletic 
Conference Small Vocational Division Champions under 
head coach Brandon Mendez, and winning the league for 
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the first time in 20 years. 

Though they were bounced in the first round of 
the MIAA Division 8 South Sectional Tournament in a 
20-8 loss to Sacred Heart, the Cougars continued to make 
major strides under Mendez, also tying the school record 
with eight wins on the year. 

But that season won't be easy to replicate. 
Especially not when the Cougars graduated nine seniors, 
including Brad Plissey and Jarred Gagne, who were both 
major fixtures in Old Colony's offense. 

"All nine seniors played both sides of the ball, the 
whole game," Mendez said. "They all played both ways, 
so it's a substantial amount of guys to replace." Mendez 
continued, "We expect to be competitive this year and 
expect to continue to be competitive going forward." 

Still, Mendez does have a few players back from 

2017. 

Mitchell Wilson was a strong linebacker for the 
Cougars in 2017 and is expected to be the same. He's also 
making the move from tight end to running back, where 
he's expected to be the featured piece. 

The Cougars also have Matt Bumpus back, who 
emerged as the team's quarterback in 2017. Working 
primarily as a running quarterback, Bumpus won't just 
line up behind center in 2018. He'll be taking on other 
roles within the offense with Kyle Scholz, also emerging 
as an option at the quarterback position. 

"I think they're both going to have some chances 
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to run and throw," Mendez said. "Scholz is a big, athletic 
kid. He worked really hard in the off-season to get bigger 
and faster. ... 

"Bumpus is a proven guy for us," Mendez 
continued. "Bumpus will put his head down and pick up 
the extra couple yards, not that Scholz is afraid to do that 
because he's impressed us with that kind of stuff so far." 

Mendez said he doesn't foresee either player 
"coming off the field on the offensive side of the ball very 
often." 

"We want to play to each of their strengths," said 
Mendez. 

Scholz provides Mendez with an arm for the first 
time since Jack Murphy was the quarterback in 2016. That 
will likely open up a few new wrinkles in the offense, 
but it's hard to imagine the Cougars offense without a 
dominant ground game. 

"It's a very similar base (offense) to what we've 
done in the past," Mendez said. "But we are doing some 
different things with it. A little more focus on play- 
action." 

Mendez said, with Murphy, the team was pass- 
heavy, 50-50, 60-40 pass to run. 

"Last year we were 80-20 run to pass," said 
Mendez. "We're going to balance back out a little bit 
more. 

"But because we've established a power run 
game, we feel we should focus a little more on play- 
action. Moving some guys around in motion should help 
us create some matchups and try to find the areas to 
exploit." 

Old Colony still expects teams like Blue Hills, 
Upper Cape, and South Shore to create problems for 
varying reasons. But the Cougars fully expect they'll 
finish towards the top of the Mayflower Small Vocational 
Division standings. 

"We have a lot of young talent," Wilson said. "If 
we can get it all together and find a way to use it the right 
way, we should be all set." 

As for Cougars volleyball, the team is also 
coming off a Mayflower Athletic Conference title-winning 
season. Though they did lose setter Mikayla Murray 
to graduation, the Cougars are returning junior middle 
hitter Kat Kirby and junior setter Jordyn Dexter, who's 
expected to fill Murray's shoes. 

The Cougars also have returning seniors Allyson 
Bertoldo, Hannah L'Heureux, Lauren Patnaude, 
Mackenzie Vieira, and Tori Santos. Old Colony has 
also added senior Lauren McGowan, juniors Molly 
Lankowski, Hope Bagnell, and Lauryn Macomber, and 
sophomore Savannah Halle.

I'm confused about rabies vaccines for my dog and cat. I 
hear about 1,2 and 3 year vaccines. Whats the deal? 

Talk to your vet about the the specifics of their 
wellness programs, but the Massachusetts law 
requires that dogs and cats be vaccinated for rabies 
by 6 months of age. A booster shot should follow in 9 
to 12 months. The second shot is good for three years 
assuming that the vaccine is licensed for 3 years. If 
the second shot is even a day late over the 12 month 
period the vaccine is automatically only legal for 1 
year. So don't delay after getting a reminder card 
saying your pet is overdue for shots. 

The same law applies to cats but some people prefer 1 
year rabies shot in cats as a 3 year vaccines contain a 
substance that can cause cancer at the vaccination site 
in a very small percentage of cats. Again, talk to your 
vet about your preferences.

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design, the next step for the project is the advertising 
for construction contractor bids, which is scheduled for 
Saturday, September 1, 2018. 

This project, the so-called Phase IB extension, 
serves as the second phase of the multiple-phased 
Mattapoisett Multi-Use Path proposed through the Town 
of Mattapoisett. It is anticipated that construction will 
begin in the spring of 2019, with an expected construction 
duration of approximately two years. The cost of this 
phase of the project is $8,000,000. 

The Phase IB extension will begin at the path's 
current terminus at Mattapoisett Neck Road (Phase 1) 
and extend the existing path easterly 1.28 miles to Depot 
Street. This path is part of a connection that currently 
exists heading west through Mattapoisett and Fairhaven, 
terminating at the Fairhaven/New Bedford Flarbor.

First Reformed . Starring Ethan Hawke and Amanda 
Seyfried. Directed by Paul Schrader. Running time: 113 
minutes. MPA A rating: R. Now available on physical 
and streaming home media. 

"There's no escape. I'm God's lonely man." - 
Travis Bickle in Taxi Driver, written by Paul Schrader 

First Reformed is Paul Schrader's twenty-first 
film as a director, and probably his best. It seems to sum 
up a lot of things Schrader believes in, artistically and 
spiritually. It is quiet and modest; it adopts the boxy 
"Academy format" of 1.37:1, in which most films were 
shot before the widescreen revolution of the 1950s, 
and which is seldom if ever employed today, even on 
television. First Reformed has been released the same year 
as the re-issue of Schrader's 1972 book Transcendental Style 
in Film, which meditated on the cinema of Robert Bresson, 
Yasajiro Ozu and Carl Dreyer, and the two Schrader 
works can stand alongside each other, or atop each other, 
as two characters in the film do in a fantasy sequence — 
at least I think it's a fantasy sequence. Past a certain point 
the distinction becomes unhelpful, and when Schrader 
draws the final curtain we are left with doubt regarding 
the image immediately preceding the darkness. We are 
left, much like the film's protagonist, balanced between 
despair and hope. 

Pastor Ernst Toller (Ethan Hawke) presides over 
the sparse congregation of the First Reformed Church in 
the drab, snowy, fictional town of Snowbridge in eastern 
New York. Toller was once a military chaplain, married 
with a son, but he lost his son and then his marriage, and 
now he is here, drinking too much in his lonely, barren 
rooms (which make Travis Bickle's apartment look like 
a Chuck E. Cheese). He coughs; his stomach hurts; at 
one point he pours Pepto-Bismol into his whiskey, and 
Schrader's camera hovers above the slimy mix the way 
Martin Scorsese's camera detained itself over a glass 
seething with Alka-Seltzer in Taxi Driver. Toller resists any 
attempts to bring him into the family of man; he would 
much rather brood in solitude and wrestle with God in 
his journal. 

Decades of moviegoing have conditioned us to 
expect Toller to respond to a calling raised by the plot, 
and that happens, sort of. A parishioner, the tremulous, 
pregnant Mary (Amanda Seyfried), approaches Toller 
and asks him to advise her husband Michael (Philip 
Ettinger). Michael is concerned about the environment, 
to the point of being arrested at a protest in Canada. He 
wants Mary to have an abortion, since bringing a child 
into a disintegrating world seems to him like selfish folly. 







First Reformed is not about what anyone thinks or feels 
about abortion, though. Mary discovers a suicide vest in 
the garage, and soon after. Toller discovers Michael's body 
in a park, head shattered by a self-inflicted shotgun blast. 
The plot, as they say, thickens; Toller is shown to absorb 
the dead man's fear and loathing about the environment 
and its despoilers (including the corporation that 
bankrolls Abundant Life, the megachurch that oversees 
Toller's church). 

Yet I don't get the sense that the movie becomes 
about the environment, either, or that Toller becomes 
fixated on it. He is drawn, I think, to the kind of passion 
that would resolve itself by a self-extinguishing gesture 
— something Toller has lacked until now, a vital and 
bleeding connection to Christ. He is ill and alcoholic and 
mad with loneliness and despair. He says that a blend 
of despair and hope produces life, but hope is what he 
has been missing. So he lunges for someone else's hope, 
the hope that one's life and death will matter, make a 
difference. In essence it's the same impulse that drives 
Travis Bickle to blast through anonymity (to paraphrase 
Pauline Kael). I have always felt that Travis' liberation of 
the teen prostitute Iris was incidental to his real mission, 
to announce himself to an indifferent world. Same 
dynamic here. Does Toller really love Christ, or is he just 
hiding inside the bleak asceticism the religious lifestyle 
makes possible? 

First Reformed has a lot of moving parts (and 
nods to other directors besides Schrader's triumvirate, 
the big one being Ingmar Bergman and his Winter Light), 
but its emotional / spiritual throughline is plain and 
simple. Schrader pulls career-best performances out of 
Hawke, Seyfried, even Cedric the Entertainer (billed 
here as Cedric Kyles), creating quiet, intense moments 
the actors can share inside the pinched square of the 
frame. It's a rigorous, unadorned film except for two bits 
between the pastor and the pregnant woman that are 
sure to be debated as long as there are films and debaters. 
It's at these points that Schrader seems to acknowledge 
the movie-ish tradition he's a part of, the foundation 
from which artists can then leap free via surrealism or 
symbol.
